A BIG SUIT.

The Union PacificBued and A. A, Bg
hert Removed as Recelver of
‘the Denver, Western nd
Pacific,

Devver News,

An important decision waa rendered
in the United States Circuit court yeater-
day, Judge Hallet granting a decree in
the case of Hiram Barker et al., bond-
holders of the Denver, Western and Pa-
cific Railway company against the Union
Facific Railway company, A. A. Egbert
as recoiver of the Denver, Western and
Pacific road and the Farmora' Loan and
Trust Company of New York.

The suit was brought by the original
Denver, Weatern and Pacific stockhold-
ors to vacate the decree in s suit brought
Ly the Farmers’ Loan and Trust compa-
ny which is acting as the Trustees of the
Donver, Western and Pacific road. Un.
der the decision rendered by Judge Hal-
lel yesterday A. A. Kgbert is removed
from the receivership of the Danver,
Westorn and Pacific railway and the con-
demupation proceedings are restrained.
The Union DPacific and the Loan and
Trust company are enjoined from fore-
cloning the mortgage or selling any of
the land.

Judge Hallet decides that Fred L.
Ames. one of the Union Pacific railroad
directors, has apparently only the right
to hold thestock of the Denver, Western
and Pacifio purchased by him—310,000,
and has no right to take §604,000 of the
stook, as it is claimed he has taken, and
that if the allegations cited in the bill of
complaint is proven, neither Mr. Ames
nor theUnion Pacifio Railway company
has any right to the bonds they claimed
to own, and that in any event they could
not share in the proce:ds of the property
except in the ratio of the amount of
bonda which they nctually paid for.

The decision gives a point in favor of
the boncholders, but it is by no means a
sottlement of the suit, which will paob-
ubly be asubject of legal warfare for
some time,

Judge Hallet rofused to let E, O.
Wolcot, the attorney for the bondhold-
ers, have the decree for publication last
night, as he (the judge) wishes to make
some verbal and other corrections in the
document.

The Propossd Line from the Red Sea
Into the Boudan,

From the London Telagraph:

The inevitable expedition will have to
go by the route which nature indicates,
wnd a man has followed aince the daya of
Cambysen—that is to say, by the BSua-
kim-Bearber line, which is the noarest

nssage hetween the Ied Sea and the
Elhh Cataract, Just as certain it ia that
a rallway connecting these points will
prove the indispensable adjunct and in
atrument of the nndertaking. The nar-
row-guage line which we can and must
Iny would o up with the troops, water,
fead and support them, connect them at
overy hour with the sea and
supplies, and continue to exist and to
bs profitable when the last British
soldier had quitted Buskim., Long asgo
such a line ought to have been conatruct

ed. Tt has besn contemplated ever since
the early days of Ishmail, and Tewifik
would have established it, had Hicks de-
feated the Mahdi. We ourselves ob-
nerved, when the discussion first arose
about dispatohing Gerdon, that “‘the
best possible Governor-General for the
Soudan;would betheBerber-Soakim Itail-
way." Even if Egypt exvended the morn.
ing for ita construection,it would prove the
wisest outlay she ever made; butas a
part of the cost of the campaign of relief
alone, it would save vast sums, and may
be considered, indeed, as asine gqua non
of tho enterprise, and the first and most
important busineas to take in hand, when
once tho word isuttered that all these
people who luok to Eogland for succour

A Nevada Story of a Very Wonderful
Series of Incidents,

Mrs. Nora MoShane, who resides on
the divide, near Hickory street, recgived
a letter and a newspaper from her hua-
band, who is in the diamond feldn of
South Africa.
